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JRESOLVED, 

1.  That  the  attendance  be  twice  a wcek 
as  before,  every  Tuesdaj  and  Friday  at 
the  Hour  of  Eievea. 

2.  That  a Physidan  and  Surgeon  shall 
attend  for  two  monthsin  rotation,  and  that 
no  inconvenieiice  may  arise  froin  the  occa- 
sional  absence  of  the  latter^  an  anxiliary 
Surgeon  be  appointed  to  supply  the  vacan- 
cy,  proper  h otice  being  given  by  the  Sar- 
geon  in  Ordinary  who  cannot  attend. 

3.  That  the  anxiliary  Surgeon  be  th6 
Surgeon  of  the  succeeding  period. 

4.  That  the  patients  of  this  charity  be 
transmitted  to  the  succeeding  Medical  At- 
tendauts  in  rotation,  without  any  reserve 
or  exception  whatever.

6.  That  a new  book  of  Formulas  be 
composed  without  delay,  in  which  simpli- 
city,  iisefulnessj  and  economy  shall  be  con- 
siiited,  and  by  which  the  Medical  Attend- 
ants  shall  be  governed  in  their  prescrip- 
tions  as  miich  as  possible. 

7.  That  a majority  of  the  Medical  At- 
tendants  shall  form  a compaittee  for  the 
year,  to  examine  quarterly  the  state  of  the 
medicines,  and  to  give  direction  for  any 
necessary  supply  or  alterations. 

8.  That  the  medicines  simple  and  com- 
pounded,  shall  be  generally  had  from  the 
Druggists  of  the  place^  particular  articles 
being  occasionally  obtaiaed  ffom  Apotbe« 
capies  Hall« 
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9.  That  agreeably  to  tlie  ciistom  of  all 
liospitals  and  dispensaries,  no  Medical  maa 
be  elccted  to  this  institution  in  future^ 
exeept  in  ease  of  deatb,  resignatioiij  or 
removal  of  one  of  its  members. 

10.  Th^it  any  medical  man  otieringbim- 
splf  a canditate,  either  as  Physician  or  SuFi?. 
geon  to  this  chi^rify,  shali  be  deemed  ineli- 
gible,  unless  be  biing  a certificate  of  bis 
haviqg  a diploma  from  some  university,  or 
'of  having  served  a rcgular  appr^nticesbip, 

and  attended  a proper  course  of  public 
professional  instructiori. 

11.  Tbat  the  above  diploma  or  certifi- 
cate be  laid  before  and  be  approved  by  tli« 
Medical  Officers. 

12.  That  tbe  Apothecary  sball  give  no- 
tice  to  each  Medical  Officer,  at  least  four 
days  previously  to  his  attendance  being  re- 
quired* 

13.  That  in  all  cases  requiring  medica! 
or  surgical  consuitation  or  operation^j  a 


liatice  of  four  days,  if  possible.  shall  be 
given  to  ali  the  Medical  OfRcers. 

14.  That  the  chairman  be  reqiicstcd  to 
lay  the  above  resolutions  bcfore  the  Vice 
Presidciits  and  Directors,  avIiosc  approba- 
tion  shall  be  conclusive;  and  if  the  resoliu 
fions  be  approved,  that  they  shall  bc  in* 
scrtcd  in  the  records  of  the  dispeiisary,

At  a MEEtiN&  holden  this  daj  the  3d  bt 
November  1812,  it  was  agreed  by  the 
MEDicAL  OFFiCERS  of  thc  Institiition^  that 
the  Principal  Duties  of  the  House  Surgeon 
and  Apothecary  be  as  follows. — and  that 
a paper  detailing  them  be  prin ted,  framed, 
and  hung  up  in  the  Committee  Room,  with 
the  Resolutions  of  thc  15th  of  October 
last. 

W,  H.  Williams j M.  D.  in  the  Chair. 

1,  That  the  House  Surgeon  and  Ap6- 
thecary  be  in  attendance  every  Tuesday 
and  Friday  at  Eleven  o’Clock  precisely, 
when  the  Admission  and  Prescription 
BookSj  and  the  Pharmacopcfeia  of  the  Lon- 
don  CollegCj  and  of  the  Ipswich  Dispen- 
saryj  be  laid  on  the  table  in  the  Committee 
Roomj  which  is  to  be  the  place  of  meeting 
for  the  Medical  Attendants  on  ali  occasi- 
ons  whatever. 
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a,  That  he  dispense  ali  the  mfcdldnes  in 
the  front  room^  which  is  to  be  considered 
the  Apothecary’s  shop,  where  ali  medit 
cines  and  medical  utensils  are  to  be  kept| 
and  ia  wliich  the  patieats  are  to  be  bledj 
vaccinated,  &c. 

3.  That  he  exclude  from  the  Apotheca* 
ry’s  shop,  ali  medicines  and  medical  uten* 
siis  of  every  denomination,  not  actualljr 
the  property  of  the  Dispensary. 

4.  That  he  prescribe  and  administer  siich 
medicines  as  may  be  necessary  for  patients 
recommended  on  those  days  when  the  Me* 
dical  Officers  do  not  usually  attend,  giving 
them  howeyer  early  notice  of  any  persons 
so  admitted  who  are  dangerously  ill. 

5.  That  he  attend  sick  persons  at  their 
own  houses,  and  perform  any  operation 
in  or  out  of  the  Dispensary,  when  circum- 
staiices  shall  require  his  assistance*— Vac* 
cination  is  includcd  in  this  artide. 


6.  That  he  report  to  the  Medica! 
mittee  any  defidency  which  may  occur  in 
those  Medicines  which  are  usually  obtained 
from  Apothecary^s  Hall^  and  which  are  to 
be  ordered  by  them  aloiie. 

f 

7.  That  in  case  the  Medical  Officers  for 
the  time  being  are  prevented  from  atteiid- 
ing  the  Dispensary  at  the  appointed  hour, 
he  shall  proceed,  after  waiting  half  an 
Jiour^  to  administer  to  patients  then  pre- 
sent,  beginning  with  those  whose  com- 
plaints  are  the  slightest  and  who  liave  beea 
longest  on  the  books,  leaviiig  always  the 
new  patients  or  more  important  cases  to 
be  Iasi  attended  to^  that  the  Medical  Offi- 
cers  in  regular  attendance  may  see  and 
prescribe  for  them  if  possible.
